Nkw York, Aug. ,10,— Tho Herald's cable 
advico of tlio date of August 30th siiya the 
congressional army took formal possession 
of Santiago to night, and practically the 
luat not in tho bloody drama of the revolu- 
tion which has torn Chili to piecis for the 
past seven months has closed. 

The capital city was in tho hands of a 
bloodthirsty mob last night, and while it 
wsKn unaUa to satisfy its murderous instincts 
it destroyed a vast amount of property. 

As soon as tho news reached Santiiigo 
yoaterd.iy of the overwhelming defeat of tho 
govci'oinont troops on the hciglita of Paoill.i 
and thi; fall of Vnli)arai.so, and the iienple 
Unew lliiU IJilinuceda's power waa gone, 
their cniiiity to his govunimeiit broke forth. 
The cry v as laiaed tlnit the president 
tliould 1)0 killed, and the mob atarted 
for Ilia lionse. It grew in nuinbera and 
fury as it went through tlic streets, nnd 
by tiio time it reached tlio executive 
mansion everylliing wus lipe for 
bloody deeds. .Short slirift would liave 
been allowed the president liad he l)cen 
cuuglit. The b'lood thirsty fury of the mob 
waa balked. Then the desire for revenge 
found vent in the application of the torch. 
Soon Bjlniace<U'H lioiise was a inaaa of 
fluni'.'S. Before it had '>ecn destroyed tlie 
mob marched off to tlie )iouac of Seuor 
Guay, ex-minister of tho interior and un ar- 
dent lialniaoedi^t, and set fire to his house. 
Then tlie residences of Balmaoeda's other 
gsnernl, liarbosa, Sennrs McKenna and 
Eastman, tlie government newspaper otiices 
and houses, several prominent offioiols' 
Iioiiacs were burnt to the groi^nd. The city 
was ixiiiic-stricken, busioes* Vras suspended 
ami people outside . the moli kept close to 
tlieir houses. The police, fire department 
utnl army wfis demoralized, aud made no 
ntti'iupt to maintain order. 

lialinaceda when he beard of the fall of 
Viilparniao sent for (Jtneml llminedano, 
commander of tlie government troopa ia 
Santiago to meet him. A c<iiineil of war 
was Ijedd at Vulapquez, at which liaimaoeda 
and llie leading Balmucedista were pieaent. 
Tlio fiituxlioii wua thoroughly caiivussi-d, 
and il way decided to surrender the capital. 
Kafniedano waa given charge of the city and 
authorized to arrange tho terms of Bur- 
render. 

Word wna sent (Jenoral Canto thut all 
the troop.s in Santiago had declared odlie- 
sion to the Congrcbsiomil party, and that 
Santiago w.is at bii ili&posal. The Chan iral 
regiment wa.H ordered to jn-occed to Santi- 
ago t.i us.sist the (iovernnient troopa in 
keeping order, ami to prejiaro barracks for 
'2,000 additional troojia. Accompanying the 
regiment waa Seiior Altinilrano, who will, 
for the present, act as intend>4nt for the 
capital. 

It 13 learned lltut the city of .Santiago is 
in M terrible state. In addition to the de- 
struction done by the mob, it is threatened 
with tho prcaeucB of all the desperate char 
aet«ra in tho 8urrr<uniling country.

General Canto and staff liavo left Val- 
paraiso for Siintiago with additional troops. 

The new chief of police of Suntiago and a 
new railroad administrator have been ap- 
pointed. 

It is asserted on pood authority lliat 
Balnuiccda went by special tiain to Tal- 
cahauno yesterday. There ho will make 
ennnectiou with tlie Condell and the Im- 
perial and in one of these vessels make for 
Bucnoa Ayres or Montevideo. If this is so 
ho will probably escape. 

Coniparaiive order baa been restored in 
thia eily. Rioters caught in their work 
were summarily dealt with, many being 
shot. But rioting was not stopped until 
property worth $1,800,000 had been 
destroyed. 

Many tyrannical acts havo been perpe- 
trated here since January by tho govern- 
ment, and every warship in the bay had its 
(juota of refugees. This gave rise to bitter 
feeling on the part of the congressional 
parly, particularly against Americans, for 
Admiral Brown had given asylum to many 
unpopular ollicurs on board the San Fran- 
cisco and Baltimore. 

Admiral Broivn this afternoon liad a long 
conference with the junta leaders and irri- 
tation against Americans has been subdued. 
The junta is exceedingly anxious to scunre 
raoognition from the United States uud ia 
now hopeful that it will be accorded to 
them. Numbers of ofBciats have been ar- 
rested, bat such have been assured fair trial 
before proper authorities wheu quiet is 
restorcd- 

Montt nnd fJcncral Canto sny there will 
he no measures taken towards the formation 
of the new government until all the mom- 
bers of the junta arrive here from Iquifjui. 
It is hardly probable an election will be 
held for some lime and meantime the junta 
will be in control. 

Washikoton Citt, .Aug. .30.— A despateh 
dated Valparaiso, August '20, has been re- 
ceived at the navy department from Rear 
Admiral Brown. It says : 

Tho insurgents have posae?f i^'n of the city 
of Valpar.iiso. It was taken yesterday 
morning after a very sanguinary engage- 
ment. The governniei.t bad the advantage 
of a good position, but exercised bad gener- 
alship. The troopa wero disafTeclcd. In- 
surgent ships were n-Tt present, and the forts 
wero not engaged. Lynch, with three sec 
ond elass torpedo boats, was captured. 

The foreign admirals demanded n guaran- 
tee for the protection of tlie lives and pro- 
perty of foreign snbjecta. I have 100 men 
at the consulaic. Many refugees are aboard. 
The provisional president is here. 

It is believed by officials of the State 
IJepurtment, notwithstanding despatches to 
tho contrary, that .Santiago is still in the 
bands of Balniaceda. They base this 
opinion on the fact that tbo Depirttnent 
lius nul been informed by Egiin of its cap- 
ture. They nay he would certainly have 
notified the Department hud the city been 
Hiiirenderefl, as there ia, no intierference 
with tiie cable line via liuenos Ayres as far 
aa the IVrpartment knows. 

It is reliably reported that tho Chilian 
minister received word, to-day, that !5al- 
maceda is still in possession of Santiago and 
has not lied. 

The only news received here by envoys of 
the congressional party, besides the des- 
patch from Iquii]ui, was a message from 
Lima stating thut Santiago was in the 
hands of tho congressional party and thut 
they had established a temporary authority 
looking to the safety of persons and pro- 
perty, and that Balmaccda's whereabouts 
are unknown. 

LoNPO.N, Aug, .30. — Tlic Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Times s.iys the British nnm- 
of-war Kspiegle consented to carry Bal- 
niaccda'a silver only after the American 
man-of-war bad declined the tempting 
oiler to ])erforin the same service. Tlie 
jireas of liotli B.nlin and Paris rejoices at 
the fall of Balniaceda. 

A late ppecial from Santiago eny.i that 
the ambul.iiice service has been siniji'y di.s- 
gnicefnl. Hundreds r.f woniiilerl men were 
left on the battlelicld todies, who might 
have been saved if prompt ineiiKiires for 
relief had Imuii taken. 'I'lie eiirgeona of 
forei ii warships did tlie most, v.iUiablo ser- 
vice in caring for the wounded, and bad 
it not been for their burd and eli'ei.'tive 
work the sutrcriiign of wounded soldiers 
would have been much >;icater. lOipeeial 
er-'dit is due to the medical Ktaffs of the 
United .States sliijis Sau Fianci.^co and B il- 
liniore. _ 

It has been ascertained that 800,000 pisna 
■silver were shipped on the Briti-h sloop-of- 
wer Espiegle. The senior British naval 
ollicer here is making every (dl'oi t to eom- 
nnniicale with the c'iplain of the K^picgle 
with u view of detaining the biiilion if poa- 
sible. ft is supposed th;U lialinaceda in- 
tended to u-e the money lo make payments 
on account of the new Crniiiera Prcsideut 
I'ai-azuariz and I'resident i'into.

STBASGE FACTS ABOUT ACCIDENTS 

The collection of large groups of facts 
about accidents which has been made neces- 
sary by the development of accident insur- 
ance has made a contribution to one depart- 
ment of social science that is by no means 
uninteresting. For instance, it is a curious 
fact that a man is inuch more likely" to lose 
his left hand than bis right band, or his left 
eye than his right oye|; statistics show, too, 
that when a iiiiii insures himself against ac- 
cidents be thereby greatly din.inialies the 
risk of accident — and this is proliably e.N- 
phiined in this way : \\'lirii a man's atliu- 
'.ion is called to a dangiu- lie tixes his mind 
on it, and thereby consciously or iincoii.sci- 
ously makes uuu.sual tHuitH to avert it. It 
theiefore ImppiMi.s that a man is miu'e likely 
to be a victim of an accident of a kind that 
ho never thought of, than ofthekind against 
which he insures himself, A man, for iii- 
Btanoe, who haiuUos sharp tooi.s will iiisuio 
himself against an accident from the use of 
them, iind tho lirst thing he knows bo will 
be drawing pay from an insurance company 
for an injury doiio by getting a cinder in bis 
eye. Not only are such odd and curious 
fiietB as these brought to light by the (level- 
opmont of accident inuurunco, but a grcut 
many important grou|iB of facts which bear 



upon the habits of men and the development 
of civiliz ition. For instance, accidents are 
niueh more common in the sparsely settl 
portions of the coiiiiliy than iu the densely 
settled portions, and they huppeii more fre- 
ipiently in the iiuddle of winter and the 
middle of summer than in the other seaaous 
of the year. An inleresting study of those 
fouta, which is ncrbaps tho first study of the 
kind ever published, is contributed to The 
Forum for September, by Mr. James R. 
Pitcher.

Indians Wbo Threaten to Murder tho 
Police at the First Favorable 
Opportunity. 



Bnssian Uary Once More in Trouble 
—Vernon vs. The Times 
Publishing: Co. 



iliiry Burns, better known as Riiasiiin 
Mary, was churgnd at the Police Court yes- 
terday morning with supplying au Incli.in 
named Harry with whiskey. An aborigine 
named Sohutz deposed, through Chief Shep- 
pard, that on tho previous day tho prisoner 
came to him and asked if he wanted any 
IrhlBkey. Ho said he did not, ' and Harry 
camo ahmg, and the prisoner sold it to him. 
A constable then nuule his uppoarance, and 
Harry ilirow tho whiskey away. Harry 
swore that Iio bought a bottle of whiskey 
from tho prisoner for $1. This was not the 
first occasion she had supplied whiskey to 
him and to others, to his knowledge. Mary 
was remanded until to-morrow, as waa also 
Harry. 

BnEACIt OP nuiLDISO BY-L.\W. 

On Hing was charged r.t the Police Court, 
yesterday, with an infraction of the Uity 
13y-laws. Tho chiir(;e was that he haa madu 
an addition to his wooilen building nn 
Herald street, and within the uity fire limits. 
He i)leiidcd not guilty through hia solicitor, 
Mr. Mills. Huiuling Inspector Norllicot, 
for the prosp.cutiun, swore that -an addition 
bad been made to the building occupied by 
On Hing. The additional building was 14 
ft. wide, 24 ft. lon^i with a lean-to roof, all 
of which was of old limber. Cross-examined 
Wy Mr. Mills, witness said he bad been in- 
formed by defendant that he was the owner 
of tbeproperty, but Mr. Mills intimated 
that Hong Fook was the responsible per- 
son. A couple of constables were calt^a to 
prove that the building was being put up, 
ttnt Mr. Mills introduced a lot of Chinese 
names which appejred to dumbfound the 
witnesses. The defence was that the city 
had burned down tho property, and Loo 
Tong, being the lessee, re-ereeted the build- 
ing, without the consent of On Hing. Loo 
Tong was really the rofpnnsible j)arly, lu; 
was the jierson to whom the place hud been 
sub-let. The case was adjourned until to- 
day, so as to prove ownership. 

A CriISKSE r.ARCKNY. 

Liu Dow, a Celestial, was charged at tho 
police court, yesterday, with the larceny of 
blankets and a j:icUet from a fellow country- 
man, known as Tong Doc (phoneticspelling). 
Tong swore that he lived next door to 
Kwong Long, and was a laborer. He knew 
the prisoner who lived in the same house 
with him. A week ago the blankets and 
jacket were stolen, and with them the pri- 
soner disappeared. Saniiiel Levy, a pawii- 
brokor'a assistant, identilled the prisoner as 
the man who pawned the blankets and 
jacket, identified as the stolen propcrty- 
The prisoner was found guilty and sentencod 
' to one month's imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

INniA.V VENOEANCK. 

Captain Bell, an Indian, was cliarged at 
the police court, yestenlay, with attempting 
to rescue a prisoner, and also with assault- 
ing Ufiieer Redgrave. He pleaded ignor- 
ance of the olience, and in extenuation of 
the crime said that he was drunk. Oflicur 
Redgrave gave evidence to the cfTect that 
on .Saturday lust, in company with two 
otlier olUcers, he went; to arrest an Indian 
on the reserve. While in the stern of the 
canoe with his man Jack in custody, the 

Eriaoncr made a rush at witness, threw 
im overbuard, and shoved him under 
water. Ollicer Walker came to the rescue, 
and the prisoner waa placed under arrest. 
Oflicer \Valker corroborated this evidence. 
Chief Sheppard said that the prisoner be- 
longed to tt tribe of Indians who ha<i 
positively threatened to kill one of the Vic- 
toria police, in revenge for the Allen shoot- 
ing incident. The only way to deal with 
them was to cive them the severest penalty 
the law allowed. The prisoner, 
who made no defence, was fined 
$50 or three months. He took 
the alternative, but soon after court his 
friends arrived, and produced the neces- 
sary cosh, whereupon the prisoner was 
' perinitted to leave nis cell. No sooner, 
nowever, had he got outside the gaol than 
he was re-arrestoH on a warrant charging 
him with rescuing a prisoner. ITor this 
otieace he will bo tried this momiug.

AT WORK IN THE STRAITS- 

Sp'oiiUld Prawns, Giant Flonuaeri and Black 
Cud Plentiful. 

The well known steamer, Albntross, now 
painted as white a.s llie bii d whoso name 
she bears, lay olT the outer wharf ull yester- 
day, and many Victorians went on board, 
were hospitably received, and marvelled 
at the Ecieotifiu equipment of the vessel. 
She has, as evtryone knows, just returned 
from her cruise with the sealing commis- 
sioners in Uehring's Sea, and, as it is now 
too late in the season to resume the deep 
sea investigations in northern waters, she 
is under orders to make a careful examina- 
tion into the character, the habits and 
quantity of food fish in Fuget Sound and 
the Straits of San Juan de Fuca. 

Foi' several days past she has been work- 
ing between here and Cape flattery, and 
many curious specimens have been brought 
up by the drag net. The most prao- 
tical results of the examination so 
far have been liowcver, the location 
of Heve'ral bcils of red prawns, 
in lioth ([uality and color, superior to tlie 
oonmion artielo. lil ick cod liai idfio Iieen 
found in ainmdnnce h >nie ten miles this .side 
of Iseali Bay, and on the Vancouver Island 
coast as well. Other deep sea lish ore 
plentiful on both sides, including giaiiV 
ilounders, or, rather, a, deep sea sole, if 
there be bucli a ihh, weiqhiug seven, eight 
and nine pounds each. Cominon cod 
abound everywhere, with many other 
varieties of fond lisli, wliioh only require to 
bo introduced to the Aim-rieun public to 
coninmnd ailontion. Boundless oppor- 
tuniiies exist lor the creation of profitable 
trade by tlie <levelopnient of the fishery 
resources of the Straits 

Tho AlbatroES remained in port nntil 
evening, and then left to continue her ex- 
p'orations. She is still commanded by 
Lt. -Commander Tanner, U.S.N., while Mr. 
'J'"wnsend, Commission, is in charge 

of llie investigations. 



LIKE OUR AMERICAN COUSINS! 

Lei Us Take Warnlne : 

It would be well for our Canadian people 
if they were thoroughly impressed by the 
fact that they require more bodily rest and 
more sleep than they now obtain.

MUNiCIi'AL TAXATION. 

To TiiK I'^niToii;— On such very important 
by-lawH as are to be submitted to the tax- 
payers of Victoria, involving a sum of about- 
one inilliou and a half of dollars, to bC' 
added to the permanent debt of the city,, 
and a yearly charge for interest equal to- 
sixtv thousand dollars, they ought to .be« 
placed in a position to vote intclligentlyi'lijf-/ 
showing them how they stand, and what 
they can alTord to borrow without becomiii* 
hopelessly in debt. 

A statement should, therefore, bo placed ! 
before tho taxpayers, on this queslion, bo- 
fore asking them to vote .^:l,riO'J,0(l(), show- 
ing the an.ount of revenue which umy 
ronsonably bo relied on ; and, on tli(! otiici 
side, tho various amouiit.i borrowed from 
time to time, with the inti:re.'it ])iyiiblc 
tlioroon, the sums re(|nired for llu; auindin" 
expenses and intennil economy of the conn*' 
cil, the sum rcquisiio to keep streets and 
drains in repair, and other neecscary works; 
and, finally, the balance of yearly income 
against wliiidi future loans could, with 
Haf'.'ty, bi) negotiated. 

With such information as this before tho' 
people, they can give their vote intelli- 
gently, and thus tho responsibility from thu- 
aldermen directly lo tho taxpayer.

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FSOJf ACROSS THE WATER. 

' There is a great deal of truth in tho Bay- 
ing, "Tho looker-on aces the niost of the 
8[anie,"and, it might be ocUled, is in the 
beat po.iition to judge of tho temper and the 
oburacter of the playcis. Thoro arc, too, 
aome somes that should bo viewed from u 
distance, and by a cool and disinterested 
■pectator. The game of politics is seldom 
«con in all its aspects by tliose ouKaged in 
it, and their opinion of the character and 
the ability of the players of either side ia 
not to be relied upou. They are partial to 
the ineu with whom they aro associated, 
and prejudiced ofjainst those to whom they 
.iro opposed. 

The present is an important crisis in 
Canadian politics. The public men of tho 
Dominion aro now, whether they are con- 
scious of it or not, making history. The 
upinion that will be formed by the intelli- 
gent men of other countries, of Canadians 
»s a people, in a very great measuro de- 
pends upon ihj judgments which tho Cana- 
dian public men will now forin, and tlie 
action tliey will take. Whit thoughtful 
men in the Mother Country, who are friendly 
-4o CanaiU, think of the scanduU that have 
lato'y I'c uipie l so much of tho attention of 
4ho people of this Dominion and of the men 
who are iin[)lio .ted in them, may bo seen 
from tho following pa.ssago tiiktn from the 
leading article cf the Canadian Gazettu of 
tho 13tli ult. It should bu roniembertd that 
the Uazetle is the only newspaper published 
in KiigUnd which is devoted to the spread 
of Canadian information aud the discu-siun 
«f Canadian ufl^iira. It may, in fact, be 
aaid to bo a Canadian paper, published in 
London by Enjilishmen. This is the para- 
,i;raph : 

" But whatever bo the outcome of the 
inquiry, so faros concerns Sir Hector Lunge- 
vin peraoually, there c:.n no longer be any 
qupstioii OS to the hop'deasly corrupt ud- 
niiniatratlon of the d -partnicnt over which 
iio has presided continuously since tho 
.-AccesuiioD of ;jir John Macdooald to power \n 
1879, and for which he, and ha alone, is 
respi'u.-ihiu to tlio Canadian Parliament. 
Tno ta c of political unuleannesj which has 
b"en slnivly (lr.ig;;"(l to light at Ottawa 
durinc tlie p ist fi:W week.s h;i3 ilniio more 
than any other event In llie wliolo liistoiy 
♦f Caimila to mi^'ce tlie Dnniinion a liyi-- 
\lu;(l aiin iig u.vil.iieil iiulioua. W itli 
politicil cu.Miption in the United .States 
•the Did Wo. Ill lia.s long been f.i- 
•iiiliir, but tlie ii,(|uirii.s of aiioli

serious excuption. Tho.'C \vbo.se bnsiiicia it 
is to go hei^eith the feiufaco Cana liaii 
iiil'tira knew beit>>r, but even they iiev.r 
dreamt that tho cuicer of corruption luul ko 
anten into the political life of tho country. 
' 'Ninutoi-n years aijo a ,ur.:at Cau idian pai ty 
wan ignoininionsly turned from oUice and 
kept in the coM shades of Opposition for 
half a decide because its Ministerial leaders 
allowed tliose inierested in a Govcrninont 
'contract to fill tlm party treasury with 
bampnign funds. To tho (iovernor-Uencral 
of that day the transaction was nothing less 
fclmn an "atrocious crimi;." How .shall we 
tlow 'describe a long series of such frauds 
.«pon the public exchequer— frauds not 
perhaps involving a like gigantic 
amount, but extending over ' a much 
lon'.!er period, percolating through 
more than one l).;partmenl, and contam- 
inating olliuials high and low, from perman- 
ent to lowest clerk? lu some cases we have 
the confc-sion by civil servants^ thot thoy 
and tlieir wives n cfiived from contractors 
<*r would-be contractors private gifts auub 
us might well d.zz e the lyes of a million- 
aire. In another instunco a political friond 
i-4 aluiwii to ha> .i !)• en pei iiiitteil to nnike a 
25 per cent charge on all contracts upon a 
<;(;rt .ill iio. i.o Nuiiuin while In the evi<lono 
ef laat week, a summary of whicli iippcarfc 
olHOVvhuie, ui> l.Min, on tliu admi^.sion o' 
those ineriniiiiatcd, of railway Hub.idioM ap 
propriated to private uses and of liu.ijc auiiif 
uaid lo par.y luiida by contiaetors win 
wore honored as "frieiul.'i" of tlio Depun- 
mont. Ai tlie result of tlitse and similui 
odiniBsioiis, suspension has followed sus- 
pension in the department concerned, uni. 
there are probably moro to oomf." 
' This isiow the oorruptiou in the Depait- 
ment of Public Works appears Ui a apeola- 
tor on the other side of tho Atlantic. Not 
only do the evil-doers bring £,dl8grBce on 



thcmselvea, but they 'cause a reproach to be 

cast upon the whole people. Tho country 
that tolerates a Ijopelesaly corrupt admin- 
istration of one of the dopurtinenta of its 
government, presided over by the. same man 
for twelve years, is looked upou aa approv- 
ing of that corruption and of tho Minister 
who is roapoDSiblo to Parliament for it all. 

Tho plain inference to bo drawn from 
this is that Canadians, in jnstico to 
themselves, cannot allord to look upon 
Sir Hector Langevin's mal-adniiuis- 
tration with indulgence. Whether tho 
giowlh of tho canC'U' of "corruption" 
is (hie to neglect or unfaithfulness, whether 
the minister was incapable or dishonest, it 
is plain that he cannot ugain bo trusted 
by tin people of C inada. No possible ex- 
cuse can bo made for such nu administration 
of the iifTairs of a Department aa that which 
has lately been exposed. It would bo the 
quintessence of stupidity again to trust a 
man who hiul permitted his l)ej)artiiieiit to 
get into such a disgr.icefnl state througli in- 
oipacity, and it wou'd demonstrate a moral 
obtuseucss that would well bo regarded as 
phenomenal, to place hini again in ofHco, if 
the corruption that had become rampant 
cjuld ho with any approach to fairness 
attributed lo bis complicity with the con- 
victed olTenders. No matter which con- 
eliiaion the people of Canada may come lo, 
it is ([nito clear that they cannot consent lo 
his again occupying a place of trust and 
honor in this Dominion. It is abundantly 
evident that his career as a public man in 
this Dominion has closed. 



CAX TJIK DRUXKARl) ISH CUI:E!) > 

Is drunkenness curable? is a question 
which Drs, Ilamuiond, Crothera, C^ari)enti:r 
aud Kdson undertake to answer in the .Sep- 
tember number of Tho North American 
Review. Their answers will not, wo think, 
ba considered altogether satisfactory by 
Temperance Reformers, or by tlie believers 
in the oninijiStcncc of drugs and medicine.-. 
All the four phy.-icians seem lo regard tho 
coi.firmrd dnmkaid as a patient as niueli in 
need of careful aud skilful treatment as a 
lunatic, or a man suffering from cancer. 
They do not say that drunkards are never 
cured, but they do not write as if his cure 
were cither simple or certain. 

Dr. Hainiiiond asserts, in the outset, that the 
drunkard cannot be cured by drugs. What 
he says on this bead is so emphatic, that 
we think it due to our readers to quote the 
passage entire: — 

" It may l;c stated with perfect conli- 
donoo ill the al)>oUite corrl,'Ctne^3 of the as- 
sertion, that there is no medicine or com- 
bination of im dieinea, that will cure a 
p'Tson of tlic habit if drunkenness — that is, 
that will di-atroy his or lier habit or ajijie- 
tite for alcoh(ilio litiiiors. It ni;iy bo inci- 
dentally stated witli cipiil posiliveness 
that tlurc is no habit, whether cblora.1, 
i)()iuiTi, hashi-li, or any other into.xii'ating 
tubstance that can be cured by mcdieiiu' ; 
aiii', even furtli,!r, that there is no habit or 
appetite whatever to whicli mankind is i-ub- 
ject that can he got ritl of liy ilrnys, wliether 
it be drinking coil'ee, or amoking tobacco, 
or taking a walk every day at a ])arliculu' 
hour, or going to bed at a certain t me. 
Appetites and habits are not under the co-i- 
trol of incdicinei ; nevertheless there can 
bo no doubt that tbe lialdt of drunkeiiiK-ss 
is cnrabli-', an I i hat the appetite for alcohol 
can be abolished. " 

The docloia do not appear to place a very 
h'gh estimate on the curative powers of 
" moral suasion " in the case of the drnnk 
nr.l. Til', y eoii-ilder tluit it is of some n.s-. in 
the Irealmont of piitieular casts, but they 
aro very far from considering it all that is 
ncce.'sary to give tone to nervca that have 
been disoideri d by strong drink. 'J'hia is 
what Dr. Carp- nter says on that subject, 
and he a^rei 8 in bis conclusions with tho 
olln r three pbyaicians ; 

" To attempt to care tlie con6rmed ineb- 
riate by appealing merely to Ills moral sense 
as against the mi>rhid craving of a di-e.is. d 
stomach and brain woiihl seem luiile. The 
poor drunkard may appreciate the argu- 
ment, acknou ledge its I rulhfnlness, and yet 
have no uill lo enforce it. The best he can 
ilo is to phu;e liiiu.S' It in a situation where 
his phya-ci^d poweis may be ristored, ami 
where he will be fn;e, ine ■iiwlule, fiom the 
social i'dlueiices inducing l.im to ih ink.'' 

Dr. Kd^ou says : 

"The periodic cravings of tho drunkard, 
it is iii'po-aib'o for a pt'i.-ion who h .s not 
sullured from iheiii to iio a.ine. We can 
only estimate their ---tr ii-lli by iho aniounl 
of fi ir.l.ship that a druakaid will iindoigo 
to .-iati-fy iluMii. Pltidet-s aro wojtlih.-h-'. 
It is .laid, tint, ill England, of oOU.DDD p'-r- 
soii- who took the lemperanSB pledge, 3.">l',- 
10 were known to b.ive violated it." 

As neither drugs nor persuasion can euro 
the drunkard, what can? In answer to 
this wo feel very like perpetrating a bull. 
The best answer, it econis to us, is — "Never 
become a drunkard." Tlie impression that 
r.'a liiig what tlv'sc four eiiiineul p'ly-'i- 
c iaoH say about tlieciireofdriinUeiiiie.ss leas es 
is that the man who eoutr.Lcts the habit of 
using strong drink inns a dreadful riak. 
Ill' may have the predispinilioii to drunk- 
oiiii JHS in him without knowing it, for these 
doctors .say ihiit a very large proportion 
of the driiukeniiess that e.Kiats may bo 
attiibutcil lo heroility. " I'ho fathers have 
eaten sour grapes and the children's toeth are 
aot on edge,", may be modernized as follows: 
"The fathers have indulged immoderately 
in strong drink and the cliildrcn como into 
the world with disordered nerves." 
Singular instances aro given in the articles 
before us of the ti ansmi.'isioii of the appetite 
for intoxicants. The young man, tlieiufore, 
wlio finds that drink is getting a strong 
hold on him should remember that he is not 
only putting the delicate niacliiiiery of bis 
own body out of order, but he is injuring 
the constitution of bis eliililreii and his 
grandcliildren. Dr. Crother shows how a 
drunkard is to bo cured in tlie following 
pithy paragraph : 

"The drunkard niuat go into quarantine 
where all the external conditions of life will 
uitagonizu his disorder and assist nature to 
return lo health. In a quarantine station 
or spuciul asylum the diet, baths, exercise, 
medical study and care, with all other 
means, cm be snp|ilieil with military exnot- 
noas. ICacli special phaso of disease and 
orin ot ilegi iieiiition can he treated, from 
its particular syinptoma, with particular 
remedies. Norvo and brain rest and re.Uora- 
tiou of all tho organic and functional 
aoklvitiea, con be obtained by tho uso of 



means under the care of tho medical man. 
Thus the drink impulse ia overcome and 
dies away with tho increaaini; vigor ot the 
mind and body. Like insanity, drunken- 
ness is ctired, not by. drugs alone, 
but by building up tho body through 
uU tho avenues of nutrition, healthful 
exercise, rcgiilatoil mental aud physical 
surroundings, and appropriate drugs. 
Drunkenness must be recognized as a dia- 
oise legally, and tlio victim forcud into con- 
ditions where he can live along tlio best 
sanitary linea of health ; where medical 
treatment and control can be exact and 

f)erfeot ; and where physiological and 
iy.!,'ieiiie training in its broadest and best 
Sense can bo applied." 

Drunkenness as tho reader se s, can bo 
Oiircd. 15ut curing a drunkard is a long 
and an expensive process ; yet, after a groat 
deal of luonoy is sp-jut and time lost, there 
is no certainty that tlie cure will be per- 
manent. We find from Dr. Crothor's paper 
that in the ri. turns of .'!,00() c.ises stndiod 
in the Washin^'ton Hou.-:e, ISoston, M.iss., 
.'!.) per cent, of all the living persons who 
had been under treatment twelve y-^srs 
before were teinper.ite and well. In what 
condition will tho 03 per. cent, be who were 
not temperato aud not well ? 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

Tlie news of the defuit of liahiiaceihi has 
bei n conlirnRd. It ia evident th.-it hia 
downfall is complete. It is now proved 
that his authority, though arbitrarily e.\er- 
cised, was not built on a firm fouudation. 
The people bad no afifeution for him or for 
his administration. They submitted to him 
and his eu: throats through fear, for, as soon 
as liis aimy was di featod, and the people 
freed from the dread of its violence, they 
turned upon Bahnaceda und hia Miuistera 
and committed nmuy must deplorable out- 
rages. It willbs seen that it was the mob, 
and not the congrnssional troopa, that set 
tire to the bouses of the ox-presidenl and 
his inii.istera. ICveii the army that 
ho had paid and pampered could 
not be depended upon after he 
met the first reverse at Valparaiso. Tho 
troopa stationed at Santiago deserted him 
the moment they heard that that city was 
in the ' possession of the patriot general. 
Balniaceda, like other tyrants will liiid, 
that he was served only so long aa he was in 
a position to punish iosubordinatioi. and to 
pay woU for zealous service. Loyalty was 
a word that wns not in the vocabulury of 
13alniac3da's mercenary followers. It there 
w.is a spark of p itriotism in their eonipo- 
sitioii they would not have helped liini to 
dejirive Congrrss of its powers and to exer- 
cise an authority which the constitution 
did not give them. Order wi'l, no doubt, 
soon be restored in Chili and a constitution 
adopted which cannot easily be overridden 
by any ambitious and unprincipled politi- 
ciau no matter bow able he may be.

. THE CHINESE SITUATION. . 

A Blatntbcd and Disaatlsfled People GoTerned 
by a CliUd. 

LoKDON, Aug. 30. — The Allgcimeine Zei- 
tung, in an editorial ou despatcliea from 
China, published yesterday, to the efTeot 
that tho situation in China is exceedingly 
grave, says : " The disturbances in Central 
China, and the anxiety that has been pro- 
duced in all treaty ports, have ooitie as an 
unpleasant awakenor from the sense of secur- 
ity into which we had allowed ourselves to 
sink through a mistaken belief that China 
had become a thoroughly civilized country, 
and that the Chinese people entertained 
only friendly feelings for foreigners. The 
weakness of tho central government is the 
most disturbing fact, for ve looked mainly 
to its influence and example to remove popu- 
lar hostility ; so long as-tne Pekin authori- 
ties were supremo, and the writ, of the Em- 
peror ran unquestioned throughout tho 
provinces, there was little or no ground for 
anxiety, as discreet diplomatic pressure 
was always sutlicient to obtain the needed 
redress, but there aro waves of hostile 
opinion passing through the millions of 
Chinese, wliich they cannot control, and 
which threaten to einliarraas and dostroy 
them.' Tho grave facts in t!io situation arc 
the youth of the ICnipei or, llie absence cf 
any persona with supremo inlhience and 
weight with tlie throne since the death of 
the Prince Chun, and tlio unfriendly and 
suspicioiia feelings that unmistakeiil)ly pre- 
vail between the court faction and Li Hung 
Chang. Tho central government luis no 
l)i>tter chiuieo of escaping ftoin the 
dillicnlties which surround it than 
to place its interests unreservedly 
in the hands of I^i llung Chung, who 
notwithstanding many teiiiptatious nnd 
harsh tre;itnient has proved himself the 
liiyiil .scrviint (if tlie Imperial house during 
tho last ihiriy years. If the duly cf the 
Cliiiieso government is to take 
prompt action, tliat it's the duty of foreign 
powers to jji-otect; the interests of their 
subjects and to maintain the hard earned 
position of neutrality which has liecn ac- 
((uired, is not less clear. It is gratifying to 
find that the governments of France, 
America, England and Russia are com- 
pletely in agreement with ourselv<?3 as to 
the necessity of upholdin); tho foreigners in 
China and providing for their general 
security by force.

PABDON FOE PRISONERS. 

UaSB Ueetlne In Phoenix Park-Release of 
Felltical Criminals Demanded. 

LoynoK, Aug. 30. — An immense mass 
meeting was held to-day in Phoenix park, 
Dublin, ivith the object of obtaining the 
pardon of Iri.sh prisoners under sentence for 
alleged dynamiting, and otlier crimes of a 
purely political character. The weather 
was line, and the s\in shone from ft cloudless 
sky. Multitudes attended from Dublin and 
other cities, a hand of music preceding the 
arrival of each deputation. 

The meeting resolved that the time had 
arrived for the release of all Doliticul pris- 
oners now under penal servitude ; tlmt 
whatever error they had committed in seek- 
ing to achieve the rigiit, by wrongful 
methods, had been sulUciently atoned for 
by their sufferings, and tliat tho govern- 
ment ought, without further delay, to order 
their release. It was voted that copies of 
the resolutions should be sent to Lord Salis- 
bury, Chief Secretary Ujlfour, Lord Rut- 
land and Home Secretary .Mathews. 

Mr. Parnell intends to speak next Sunday 
at Tuam, and to-day the bishop of 'I'uam 
took occasion to speak of I'arncH's visit and 
to prejudice the people against him by de- 
livering a scathing sermon on tho wicked- 
ness of adultery. No direct allusion was 
made to Mr. Purncll, but tho congregation 
understood what was meant. Several 
prominent ParneUites severely denounced 
the bishop, after services were over, for his 
evident attempt to belittle the Irish 
leader. The prospects are that Parnell 
will have an enthusiastic reception at Taam.

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CALLED FOIl THE POLICE. 

MinuInio'H Municipal Council Mfetliiir DctiI- 
cpi s Into a "llftialar Ikar Oiifduii." 

Naiiiiimo's City Council is divided agiiinst 
itgolf, tlie nc(iuisitiou of iiu electric liulit 
ayatein l>y the city lieiiij,' the cause of cou- 
luntioii. It appei.ra thut a special commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate the value 
and condition of the existing private syatoni 
which the Council pro])oaes to take over, 
but hefore the oonunitLce reported a con- 
tract Wiis entered into, two and a half days 
notice being given. The uonimittee did not 
approve of being thus treated, and Thurs- 
day night's meeting of the boijr<l was a live- 
ly one. Hci c are a few samples of the de- 
bate, taken from the Free Press : 

"Aid. Baker said tliu Chuirnuin of the 
Connnittee should have given in Ills report. 
He then alluMed at some length to the tirat 
ofl'er of Mr. Shuw, tlie ligurea that Mr. 
Shaw had phicid before the conindtlee and 
tlio manner in which the Mayor had refused 
to put tho motion. That was whore the 
trouble commenced, and the end would be 
there also. Mr. Shaw had acted square in 
the whole transailion and it was the Coun- 
cil that wanted the plant and not Mr. Shaw 
wanting to sell, 

Mayor Hilbert explained tho circunisfcanco 
of leaving the choir, and asked them to ap- 
point a ohairmau in his place, and alluded 
to Aid. Campbell jumpin" to his feet. 

Aid. Campbell said lie did not jum|), but 
rose to his feet, thoimne as other aldermen, 
and the Mayor should properly attend to 
his duties, and if not ho should be taught to 
do so. 

Mayor llilbcrt retorted that he did not 
re(|uire any teaching from Alderman Camp- 
bell. 

Aid. l)ob;.'8on said Aid. Campbell should 
be called upon to take that back. 

Aid. (^iiiipbell declined to take it back, 
and he « as nut going to let the Mayor or 
the aldermen run him. 

Aid. Hilbert (who was next to Aid. 
Campbell) rose quickly to his feet, sayiuL', 
quite e.xoitedly, that he was not going to 
allow the M;iyor or himself to be insulted 
in that manner by Aid. Campbell. 

Aid. (Campbell, in a loud and excited 
tone, called on the Mayor to send for a 
policeniiin, as he was iifraid of Aid. Hil- 
bert, who had a threatening and iliuigerons 
appearance. Ue again cdled for police 
protection. 

By this time tho Mayor was calling for 
order, and several uldernien speaking and 
gesticulating at once, and it became utterly 
impossible to take down wluit waa said 
on-iiig to the discordant sounds. It waa a 
warm scene for a few moments, but the 
Mayor proceeded to put the motion for the 
passage of the second cliiu.'-e of the agree- 
ment, which was carried by a vote of five. 

Then Aid. Campbell, McDonald, Mo- 
Cutclieon and Baker rose and proceeded to 
leave the room. 

The Mayor drew their attention to 
the fact that they had not asked leave to 
retire. 

Aid. McCutchcon, as be was leaving, 
pointed to the Mayor and seated aldermen 
Baying : " You may pass this agreement, 
but there will bo an injunction obtained to 
prevent you carrying it out." 

Aid. Baker thought if they could not 
iLffcee it waa better for them to leave, and 
the four aldermen descended tho stairs. 

This loft the Council without a quorum, 
and the meeting closed. 

AN ENEMY OF THE WIRES. 

Km the Aurora BorntilU Effects Telrerapliic 
Work. 

A person entirely unacquainted with the 
mysteries of electricity would be inclined to 
think it a huge joke, if a telegrapher told 
hini it was the aurora borealia that hiabcen 
interfering with tho service of late. Yet 
expert operators blame the borealis. It has 
been making the heavens ablaze with light 
along the pruirio sections, and the wires 
have been adorned with "bugs "in conse- 
quence. 

It is not suggested that the borealis is so 
aggressive as to swoop down upon the wires 
where they stretch along the desolate 
pliuiis, iiiid, .secure from the observation of 
the linetnen, tickle llum with an axe. The 
entire trouble ia that the northern lights are 
visible evidences of electricity in the iil- 
iiiosphere and the groun'l, which freciuciitly 
interferes with llu; working of the t.-legrupli 
and Ciible. In I SSI , the Cape Cans'i cubic 
was rendered u.seless, for days together, in 
this niamicr, while t he land lines in the 
iieighliorliood of the Capo were also ad'ect- 
cd, though not so .si riously. 

Mr. \Vm. Christie, n:-:sistiuit manager (jf 
tlioC. P. R. ollice here, who is one of the 
most expert operators on the Coast, tells of 
a novel ex])('rienco in connecliiiii with this 
subject, lie w.is, at the time, working lU, 
tho cable office at Canso, from « liicli a l.md 
line extends some HOO or 400 niilcs. This 
wire had been very muoh bothered by the 
indueiice of tli<! borealia, which' finally be- 
came HO strong as to reverse the -vorking 
batteries. After trying numerous expe- 
dients, the biiit rii a were detached, and for 
two or three lioura the wire was worked 
sati factorily upon the current supplied by 
tho electricity in the air and ground. 

The interruptions felt in the ollice liero 
have hardly got so strong as this, but they 
can plainly be felt, in the same way as 
crosses.

Ddiii.in, Aug. 2S. — Tho shareholders of 
the Freeman's .Journil Co., limiteil, have 
carried the motion ollered by Mr. K. Dwyer 
Gray, changing the composition of the board 
of directors. The latter, who were liearty 
supporters of Mr. Pannell, have resigned, 
and, to-morrow, the Journal will appear us 
an organ of the opponents of Mr. Purnell. 
Mr. (iray's motion was carried by a vote of 
12,000 to m>. 

A Chiciigi) Monic Carlo. 
New Yohk, Aug. 25. — ^A special to the 
Ucrald, from Chicago, says : Henri P. Cm- 
oged, of Monte Curio, roproeenting the 
great gambling interest there, has been in 
Chicago three or four days, and it is said 
that his mission is to make a proposition to 
the World's Fair people for the establish- 
ment of a fac simile of tho famous Monaco 
gainbling house here during the Columbian 
Kxposition. According to tho story, Mr. 
Oinageil is authorized to purcliaae IJi.OOO,- 
(l(|0 of World's Fair bonds for cuah and of- 
fer one-third of the gross receipts of the 
gaming tuble to the i'air directors for the 
privilege soiigh;. in addition, he guaran- 
tees the ercetion of a building, to cost .sl,- 
000,1)00, wlu rciii the gambling is to bo car- 
ried OP. There are two drawbacks to the 
sclieiiie, one bi ing iluit the laws against 
gambling are very severe, and the other 
that tlu^ ilirectors would not dare uccept, 
owing to the howl it would raise. It is re- 
ported tiiat Mr. Omiiged submitted his 
Boheme to one of the Chicago Fair C'onimis- 
sioncra now abroad, and was advised to 
come to Chicago, which ho proceeded to do, 
landing in New York last Thursduy, and 
arriving here on Saturday.
